H  E  Difputes  about  the  Pra¬ 
ctice  of  Inoculating  the 
Small  Pox,  like  many  of 
our  other  Differences,  have 
been  carry'd  to  fo  great  a 
Height,  that  it  is  difficult 
for  any  one  to  write  upon 
this  Subject,  without  being  drawn  into  Con- 
troverfy,  even  tho5  he  delivers  only  Matter 
of  Fad, or  the  undeniable  Confequences  drawn 
from  it,  and  that  with  the  greateft  Impartial 
Iky,  and  the  ftri&eft  Regard  to  Truth. 

B  ‘  Tho* 
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Tho5  fuch  a  Procedure,  one  would  imagine, 
(hould  fo  far  entitle  the  Writer  to  the  good 
JJature  and  Protedion  of  the  World,  as  to  fe- 
cure  him  from  the  Attacks  of  either  Party  ^ 
efpecially  as  in  acting  thus,  he  cannot  favour 
or  prejudice  either  of  them,  any  otherwife 
than  as  the  Fads  themfelves  declare  for,  or 
againd  them.  At  lead,  thofe  who  contend 
only  for  Truth,  ought  never  to  be  out  of  Hu¬ 
mour  with  him,  who  indifferently  furnilhes 
either  Side  with  the  proper  Materials  for  the 
Support  of  their  Opinion,  or  the  Convidion 
of  its  being  not  to  be  maintain’d. 

With  this  Defign  I  laid  before  the  World  a 
little  *  Piece  the  lad  Year,  and  intend,  God 
willing,  to  continue  fo  doing,  from  Year  to 
Year,  'till  the  Practice  of  Inoculation  fhall  ei¬ 
ther  be  eftablifh’d  on  a  firm  and  lading  Foot, 
or  fhall  be  juftly  exploded  *,  the  Fate  thereof 
being,  as  I  conceive,  only  to  be  determin’d 
by  Matter  of  Fad  and  Experience  faithfully 
related.

lation  be  an  effectual  Security  to  the 
Patient,  againft  his  having  the  Small 
Pox  afterwards  in  the  natural  Way  ? 


2.  Whether  the  Hazard  of  Inoculation  be 
considerably  lefs  than  that  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  Small  Pox? 


If  thefe  two  Points  were  effectually  fettled, > 
there  would,  I  fuppofe,  be  an  End  of  the 
Difpute,  at  leaft  among  PhyficMns.  For,  if 
either  of  them  be  fairly  determin’d  in  the 
Negative,  the  Practice  of  Inoculation  muft 
on  all  Hands  be  given  up.  And  on  the  other 
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Hand,  if  the  Teft  of  Experience  fhould  plainly 
declare  for  the  affirmative  Side  of  both  thefe 
Queftions,  I  doubt  not  but  that  every  Gen¬ 
tleman,  who  has  the  Honour  to  ferve  his 
Country  in  the  Capacity  of  a  Phyfician,  will 
have  Integrity  and  Humanity  enough  to  de¬ 
clare  himfelf  honeftly  and  openly  in  Favour 
of  the  Practice.  At  lead,  he  will  confider, 
whether  it  will  be  for  his  Reputation,  when 
his  Friend  and  his  Patient  (hail  put  his  Life, 
or  the  Lives  of  his  Children,  into  his  Hands, 
to  amufe  himfelf  with  Theological  Difputes 
and  Scruples,  whether  it  be  lawful  to  fave 
them.  For  if  the  Pra&ice  of  Inoculation  be 
really  found  to  be  a  Means  of  preferving 
Life,  it  will  not  be  eafy  to  make  the  World 
believe,-  that  it  is  criminal  to  ufe  it. 

As  to  the  firft,  therefore,  of  thefe  Queftions, 
though  it  will  require  a  conliderable  Length 
of  Time,  and  a  much  greater  Humber  of  Ex¬ 
periments  than  have  yet  been  made,  before 
it  can  be  abfolutely  determin’d  *  yet  thus 
much  may  at  prefent  be  faid,  that  our  Expe¬ 
rience,  as  far  as  it  goes,  has  hitherto  ftrongly 
favour’d  the  affirmative  Side.  For  tho’  many 
Trials  have  been  purpefely  made  by  Phyfi- 
cians  and  others,  both  upon  Children  and 
grown  Perfons,  who  have  had  the  Small  Pox 
by  Inoculation,  in  caufing  them  not  only  to 
converfe  with,  but  to  handle,  to  nurfe,  and 
to  lie  in  the  fame  Bed  with  others  lick  of  the 
natural  Small  Pox ;  yet  there  is  no  Inftance, 
as  far  as  1  have  been  able  to  learn,  of  any  one 
Perfon,  either  in  Turly,  Nerr -England,  or  here 
at  Home,  who  has  received  the  Small  Pox  by 

Inoculation, 
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Inoculation,  that  has  afterwards  had  it  in  the 
natural  Way.  If  any  fuch  Cafe  lhall  here¬ 
after  come  to  my  Knowledge,  I  lhall  not  fail 
to  lay  it  faithfully  before  the  World  *,  tho1  it  is 
to  be  obfervd,  that  alingle  Inftance  or  two 
of  this  Kind,  out  of  a  very  great  Number  of 
Perfons  inoculated,  ought  not  in  Reafon  to 
overthrow  the  Practice.  For  it  cannot  be  ex* 
pe£ted,  that  a  Perfon  who  receives  the  Small 
Pox  by  Inoculation,  lhall  be  fafer  from  having 
it  again,  than  one  that  has  undergone  it  in  the 
natural  Way  ^  and  we  are  not  certain,  that 
the  Small  Pox  does  never,  tho’  perhaps  ex¬ 
ceeding  rarely,  happen  twice  naturally  to  the 
fame  Perfon.  For  my  own  Part,  I  have  ne¬ 
ver  known  it :  But  my  ingenious  Friend,  Mr. 
Ifaac  Mafley,  Apothecary,  whom  I  the  rather 
name,  becaufe  he  is  known  to  be  no  Friend 
to  Inoculation,  has  affur’d  me,  that  he  faw 
the  fame  Perfon  twice  undergo  the  natural 
Small  Pox.  This,  however,  undoubtedly  hap¬ 
pens  \fery  feldom*,  but  if  it  does  happen  in 
the  natural  Way,  it  may  happen  likewife 
after  Inoculation  $  and  copfequently,  a  Per¬ 
fon  who  has  receiv'd  the  Diftemper  by  this 
Means  mu  ft  content  himfelf  with  no  greater 
a  Degree  of  Security,  than  if  he  had  under¬ 
gone  it  naturally. 

But  if  the  Perfon  inoculated  does  not  re¬ 
ceive  the  Diftemper  in  any  Degree  from  that 
Operation,  as  fometimes  falls  c Kit  *,  in  fuch 
a  Cafe  we  have  no  Reafon, to  be  furpriz’d,  if 
he  afterwards  happen  to  be  taken  with  it  in 
the  natural  Way.  Inoculation,  like  all  other 
Applications  in  Phyfick  or  Surgery,  will  not

always  produce  the  intended  Effect  And  no 
Wonder.  We  know  from  a  thoufand  Inftan- 
ces,  that  of  feveral  Perfons,  equally  expos’d 
to  the  fame  contagious  Difeafc,  Part  lhall 
efcape,  and  Part  be  infected  ^  and  the  fame 
Berfon,  expofing  himfelf  in  the  fame  Man¬ 
ner,  at  different  Times,  to  the  fame  Danger, 
fliall  efcape  at  one  Time,  and  be  feiz’d  at 
another.  The  fame  has  happen’d  twice  in 
the  Cafe  of  Inoculation:  Two  Children  who 
had  been  inoculated  without  any  Manner  of 
Effect,  as  is  attefted.  not  only  by  thePhyfi- 
cian.  Dr.  Nettletov ,  but  by  the  Certificates  of 
the  Parents  themfelVes,  were  afterwards  feiz’d 
with  the  Small  Pox,  when  it  raged  epidemi¬ 
cally  where  they  were  ;  they  had  it  favoura¬ 
bly,  and  recover'd.  The  Relation  fent  up 
to  me,  with  the  Certificates,  by  Dr.  Nettleton , 
was  publilh’d  fome  Months  ago  in  the  Daily 
Journal,  and  is  reprinted  at  the  End  of  this 
Paper,  the  Originals  being  ftill  in  my  Hands. 
And  thefe  are  all  the  Cafes  of  this  Kind  that 
are  come  to  mv  Knowledge,  except  a  like 
Cafe  of  Mr.  De  Grave  the  Surgeon  s  Daughter ; 
an  Accountof  which,  under  the  Father  s  own

of  the  fecond  Queftion,  viz.  Whether  the 
Hazard  of  Inoculation  be  confiderably  lefs 
than  that  of  the  natural  Small  Pox  ?  Tt  is  ne- 
ceffary  in  the  firff  Place,  to  know  what  is  the 
Proportion  between  the  Numbers  of  thofe  that 
undergo  the  Small  Pox  in  the  natural  Way, 
and  thofe  that  die  of  them.

I  have  proved  in  my  Piece*  publilh’d  laft  Year, 
that  at  leaft  a  fourteenth  Part  of  Mankind 
die  of  the  natural  Small  Fox  ;  and  I  have* 
I  think,  render’d  it  probable,  that,  of  Per- 
fons  of  all  Ages  undergoing  that  Diftem per, 
there  die  at  leaft  two  in  feventeen.  Thefe 
Deductions  are  drawn  from  the  Confideration 
of  the  Bills  of  Mortality  for  42  Years  paft  i 
And  from  an  a&ual  Account  of  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  Perfons  that  underwent  that  Difeafe, 
as  taken  in  feveral  Places,  by  a  careful  En¬ 
quiry  from  Houfe  to  Houfe,  I  have  there 
fiiown,  that  there  dy’d  one  in  between  fiye  or 
fix,  or  about  two  in  eleven.  I  fhall  now  re¬ 
peat  that  Account,  with  feveral  others,  which 
have  fince  been  communicated  to  me  by  Per¬ 
fons  of  Credit,  in  the  following  Table.

The  Refult  is,  that  as  far  as  thefe  Accounts 
can  inform  us,  there  dies  nearly  one  out  of 
fix  Perfons  flck  of  the  Small  Pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way,  or  (more  accurately)  feven  out  of 
forty  three  :  Which  Proportion  we  muft  con¬ 
tent  our  felves  with  for  the  prefent  •,  'till  by 
obtaining  Accounts  from  more  Places,  we  may 
by  the  Largenefs  of  the  Numbers,  come  near¬ 
er  to  the  true  Proportion.

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The  fecond:Table  contains  the  Number  of 
Perfons  of  every  feveral  Age  there  exprefs’d, 
that  were  inoculated,  with  the  Effect  of  the 
Operation. 

In  Order  to  make  this  the  better  under- 
ftood,  as  well  as  for  the  Information  of  thofe 
Readers,  who  may  have  Occaiion  to  make 
life  of  this  Pradtice,  I  fhall  here  give  fome 
Account  of  what  is  to  be  done,  and  what  is 
ufually  obferv’d  in  Inoculation,  as  I  have 
extradted  it  from  a  careful  Examination  and 
Companion  of  the  feveral  Relations  trans¬ 
mitted  to  me,  with  Regard,  ill,  To  the  Sub¬ 
ject  to  be  inoculated  :  2d,  The  Preparation  : 
3d,  The  Choice  of  the  infedtious  Matter  :  4th, 
The  Operation  :  5th,  The  Sickening,  or  the 
Symptoms  preceding  the  Eruption  :  6th,  The 
Eruption  :  7th,  The  Running  of  the  Incifions. 

I.  Great  Care  ought  to  be  taken  to  inocu¬ 
late  none  but  Perfons  of  a  good  Habit  of 
Body,  and  free,  not  only  from  any  appa¬ 
rent,  but,  as  far  as  can  be  judg’d,  from 
any  latent  Difeafe  ;  for  which  Reafon,  ever}7, 
prudent  Perfon  will,  in  this  Cafe,  have  the 
Advice  and  Opinion  of  his  own  Phylician, 
whether  the  Subjedt  to  be  inoculated,  be  in  a 
fit  Condition  to  undergo  the  finall  Pox  5  that 
fo  he  may  not  have  that  Diftemper,  and 
a  bad  Confutation,  or  perhaps  another  Di¬ 
feafe,  to  ftruggle  with  at  the  fame  Time;  of 
which  there  have  been  feveral  fatal  Inftanccs, 
thro’  the  Negledt  of  this  Caution.  In  fome 
Cafes  indeed  it  has  fallen  out,  that  the  Perfon 
inoculated,  has  by  this  Means  got  free  of 
another  Difeafe,  under,which  he  labour’d  be- 
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fore  •  as  fometimes  happens  likewife  in  the 
natural  Way,  though  the  contrary  is  much

2.  The  Bod)?-,  efpecially,-  if  Plethorick, 
ought  to  be  prepared  by  proper  Evacuations, 
as  bleeding,  purging,  vomiting,  &c,  tho3  in 
many  Cafes  there  will  be  Occafion  for  very 
little  or  none  of  thefe,  it  being  fufficient  to 
enjoin  a  temperate  Diet,  and  proper  Regi¬ 
men  :  But  this  muft  be  left  to  the  Judgment 
of  the  Phyflcian.  > 

2.  The  utmoft  Caution  ought  to  be  ufed  in 
the  Choice  of  proper  Matter  to  communicate  i 
the  Infe&ion.  It  fhould  be  taken  from  a 
young  Subject,  otherwife  perfectly  found  and  i 
healthful,  who  has  the  Small  Pox  in  the 
niQft  favourable  Manner.  When  the  Puftules 
are  perfectly  maturated,  and  juft  upon  the 
Turn,  or  foon  after*  two’  or  three  of  them 
fhould  be  ripp'd  with  a  Glover's  Needle,  or 
fin  all  Lancet,  and  a,  Couple  of  fmall  Pledgets 
of  Lint,  or  Cotton,  are  to  be  well  moiftned 
with  the  Matter,  and  immediately  put  into 
a  little  Vial,  or  Box.  and  carry 3d  in  the  warm 
Hand,  or  Bofom  of  the  Operator,  to  the 
Houfe  of  the  Perfon  to  be  inoculated. 

4.  The  Incifions  are  ufually  made  with  a 
fmall  Lancet  in  the  brawny  Part  of  both 
Arms,  or  in  one  Arm  and  the  oppofite  Leg, 
cutting  juft  into,  or  at  moft  thro3  the  Cutis, 
or  true  Skin,  for  the  Length  of  a  Quarter  of 
an  Inch,  half  an  Inch,  or  at  moft  an  Inch. 
This  being  done,  one  of  the  Pledgets  moiftned 
with  the  infe&ious  Matter,  is  to  be  laid  upon 
each  Incifion,  and  to  be  kept  on  by  Means  of 

a  Bit 
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a  Bit  of  flicking  Plaifter  laid  over  it,  for 
about  four  and  twenty  Hours*,  after  which, 
all  may  be  taken  off,  and  the  Incifions  dreft 
with  common  Diachylon,  or  with  only  warm 
Cabbage  or  Cole  wort  Leaves,  once  a  Day  at 
firft  5  and  afterwards,  when  the  Difcharge  is 
confiderable,  twice  a  Day,  ’till  they  heal  5 
or  only  with  a  Linnen  Roller,  to  defend  them 
from  the  Air. 

5.  The  Perfon  inoculated,  fometimes  re¬ 
ceives  the  Small  Pox  without  any  previous 
Sicknefs,  as  often  happens  in  the  moil  favou¬ 
rable  Sort  in  the  natural  Way.  But  the  great¬ 
er  Part  begin  to  be  a  little  feverifh,  and  have 
more  or  lefs  of  the  ufual  Symptoms  preceding 
the  natural  Small  Pox,  rnofl  commonly  upon 
the  eighth  Day  from  Inoculation,  tho1  pretty 
often  upon  the  feventh,  and  very  rarely  a 
Day  or  two  fooner  or  later. 

6.  The  Patients  are  fometimes  taken  with 
flufhing  Heats,  which  difappear  again  in  a  lit¬ 
tle  Time,  about  the  4th  or  5  th  Day  *  but  the 
Eruption  of  the  Puflules  happens  generally 
within  a  Day,  or  fometimes  two  or  three, 
after  the  fickenirg,  viz.  moft  commonly  on 
the  9th  Day,  left  frequently  on  the  10th, 
and  ftill  left  on  the  8th  or  1 1  th  *  in  a  few 
Cafes  it  has  appear’d  on  the  7th  or  12th,  in 
one  Cafe  on  the  1 8th,  in  one  on  the  24th,  in 
one  on  the  6th,  and  in  another  on  the  3d. 
The  laft  Patient  but  one  had  the  confluent 
Sort,  and  dy’d  :  The  laft  was  very  full  of  the 
diftind  Kind,  and  recover’d. 

7.  The  Incifions  begin  to  grow  fore  and 
painful  about  the  4th  or  5th  Day,  and  about 

the 
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the  6th,  7th,  or  8th,  they  begin  to  digeft, 
and  run  with  a  thick  purulent  Matter,  Which 
gradually  encreafes  "till  about  the  Turn  of 
the  Diftemper,  during  which  Time  the 
Wounds  grow  wide  and  deep  •  afterwards  the 
Running  gradually  abates,  and  they  ufually 
heal  up  in  about  a  Month,  and  fometimes  in 
three  Weeks  $  though  in  fome  they  continue 
running  five  or  fix  Weeks,  or  fomething  lon¬ 
ger.  The  greater  the  Difcharge  is  by  the  In- 
cifions,  the  more  favourable  the  Diftemper 
is  found  in  other  Refpedts.  When  the  ino¬ 
culation  does  not  take  Effect,  the  Incifions 
heal  up  in  a  few  Days,  like  a  common  Cut, 
'Where  Children  happen  to  have  IfTues  before 
‘Inoculation,  they  begin  in  a  few  Days  to 
run  in  a  much  greater  Quantity  than  ufual, 
and  continue  fo  doing,  in  the  fame  Manner 
as  the  Incifions,  during  the  State  of  the  Di¬ 
ftemper,  after  which,  they  return  to  their 
ordinary  Courfe.  ^  ' 

In  this  Table,  by  having^  an  imperfedt 
Small  Pox,  is  meant,  the  having  fome  {ligh¬ 
ter  Eruption,  of  but  a  few  Days  continuance, 
but  this  attended  with  an  Inflammation  and 
Running  of  the  Incifions  for  the  ufual  Time, 
and  generally  preceded  by  fome  of  the  com* 
mon  Symptoms  of  the  Small  Pox  5  this  be¬ 
ing  efteem’d,  by  the  Accounts  from  Turkey , 
and  our  own  Experience  at  Home,  as  far  as  it 
goes,  to  be  an  effe&ual  Security  againft  ha¬ 
ving  the  Small  Pox  afterwards  in  the  natural 
Way. 

,  Under  the  Article  of  No  Ejfett,  are  com¬ 
prehended,  not  only  thofe  IJerfons  upon 

whom 
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whom  the  Operation  produced  no  Effeft  of 
any  Kind,  but  alfo  thofe  upon  whom  the  E- 
ruption  was  fo  flight,  and  the  Running  of 
the  Incifions  fo  little  in  Quantity,  or  of  fo 
fhort  a  Duration,  as  to  render  it  juftly  doubt¬ 
ful  whether  it  would  amount  to  a  Security, 
or  no.  Two  of  thefe  were  known  to  have 
had  the  Small  Pox  before,  and  were  inocula¬ 
ted  only  for  Experiment  Sake,  and  feveral  of 
the  reft  underwent  the  Operation,  upon  a 
Doubt  whether  they  had  had  the  Small  Pox 
before,  or  no,  the  Diftemper  which  they  had 
undergone  in  the  natural  Way,  having  been 
fo  flight  and  fo  favourable,  as  to  make  their 
Parents,  themfelves,  or  their  Phyficians,  to 
fufpect  that  it  was  not  the  true  Small  Pox. 
But  there  were  fome,  upon  whom  Inocula¬ 
tion  did  not  produce  the  Diftemper,  tho’  there 
was  no  Sufpicion  of  their  having  had  it  be¬ 
fore. 

Under  the  Head  of  dying  after  Inocula¬ 
tion,  is  compriz’d  every  Perfon,  as  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  learn,  that  has  either  by 
the  Friends,  or  Adverfaries,  to  this  Practice, 
been  fufpe&ed  to  have  dy’d  of  Inoculation. 
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Ages.

From  this  Table  it  appears, 

1.  That  of  477  Perfons  inoculated,  449 
have  receiv'd  the  Small  Pox  from  that  Opera¬ 
tion*,  to  which  if  it  be  thought  proper  to 
add  the  five,  who  had  an  imperfedt  Small  Pox 
by  Inoculation,  the  whole  Number  will 
be  448. 

2.  That  the  Operation  has  oftner  fail’d  of 
taking  Effect  upon  thofe  of  more  advanc 4 
Ages,  than  upon  young  Children,  as  was 
naturally  to  be  expedted  from  the  Reafons 
mention'd  above  *  it  being  more  likely,  that 
Perfons  of  fuch  Ages  have  had  the  Small  Pox 
before,  than  Children. 

3.  That  however  more  favourable  the  na¬ 
tural  Small  Pox  generally  is  to  Children  than 
grown  Perfons,  yet  Inoculation  has  been  at- 

D  tended 
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tended  with  better  Succefs  in  the  latter  than 
in  the  former  *,  and  in  particular,  that  out 
of  50  or  53  Perfons  of  20  Years  of  Age  and 
upwards,  that  have  had  the  Small  Pox  by 
Inoculation,  notone  has  mi  (carry  7d. 

,  4.  That  9  is  the  Number  of  Perfons,  who 

have  been  lufpeded  to  have  died  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  *  fo  that,  if  this  Operation  was  really 
the  Caufe  of  all  their  Deaths,  the  Hazard  of 
dying  of  the  inoculated  Small  Pox  muft  be 
that  of  9  in  443,  or  448,  that  is,  of  one  in 
49,  or  5c. 

But  the  curious  Reader  will  doubtlefs  ex¬ 
pert,  that  I  fhouldgive  him  fome  farther  In¬ 
formation,  in  Order  to  enable  him  to  judge, 
whether,  or  no,  all  thefe  Perfons  really  died 
of  Inoculation.  This  I  fhall  endeavour  to 
do  with  all  the  Fidelity,  that  a  Cafe  of  fo 
much  Importance  requires,  and  with  fuch  Im¬ 
partiality,  as  to  give  no  juft  Caufe  of  Offence 
to  either  of  the  contending  Parties.  With 
this  View  I  fhall  here  fet  down  the  Name  of 
every  Perfon,  that  has  been  fufpe&ed  by  the 
one  Side  to  have  died  of  Inoculation  5  and 
on  the  other  Hand,  I  fhall  communicate  the 
Accounts  of  thofe  Cafes,  as  they  have  been 
taanfmitted  to  me  by  the  Gentlemen  con¬ 
cern’d  in  inoculating  thofe  Perfons,  fubjoin- 
ing  every  one’s  Name  to  his  own  Account. 

1.  The  firftis  the  Cafe  of  the  Honourable 
Mr.  William  Spencer ,  aged  about  three  Years, 
who  was  inoculated  in  Town,  April  2d,  1722, 
and  died  on  the  21  of  the  fame  Month. 
The  Eruption  appear’d  on  the  9th  Day^  he 
had  a  fair  and  full  Eruption  of  Puftules  of 

different 
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different  Sorts,  obferving  the  common  Periods 
and  Symptoms  of  Inoculation  *  and  after 
the  greateft  Part  of  the  Puftules  were  dry’d 
off,  he  was  feiz’d,  on  a  fudden,  on  the  21ft 
Day,  of  a  convulsive  Fit,  of  which  he  died® 
TheOccafion  of  his  Death  may  be  farther 
enquir’d  into,  from  the  printed  Account.  Mr. 
Maitland.  Vid.  Maitland's  Anfwer  to  Dr.  Wagg- 
Jlaffe. 

2.  M.its  Rigby,  aged  a  Year  and  fix  Months, 
was  inoculated  in  London,  April  2 9,  1722.  She 
had  a  fair  Eruption  of  Puftules,  appearing  on 
the  eighth  Day,  and  a  much  more  favourable 
Difeafe  than  her  Sifter,  who  recover’d:  But 
one  of  her  Arms  fwell’d  and  impofthumated 
(as  is  ufual  fometimes  in  the  natural  Small 
Pox)  and  whether  it  was  by  that,  or  breeding 
her  Teeth  (for  fhe  cut  fome  Teeth  about  that 
Time)  is  uncertain  *,  however  fhe  continu’d 
fickly,  feverifh  and  hedtick,  and  dyed  about 
8  Weeks  after  the  Inoculation.  N.  B.  Mr. 
Maitland  declin’d  the  inoculating  her  with 
her  Sifter  *  but  the  Father  having  had  a  fa~ 
vourable  Account  of  this  Practice  from  the 
Turkey  Merchants,  would  have  it  done  *  and 
there  was  another  unlucky  Circumftance  in 
this  Affair  *,  Mr.  Maitland  was  feiz’d  with  a 
violent  Fever  for  the  Space  of  three  Weeks, 
from  the  Day  fhe  was  inoculated,  which,  he 
thinks,  might  in  fome  Meafure  have  occa- 
flon’d  the  Soreneft  of  her  Arm,  no  fuch 
Thing  haying  happen’d  where  he  has  been 
able  to  attend.  Mr.  Maitland . 

3.  Lord  Batburji  s  Servant,  aged  19,  was 
inoculated  in  London ,  April  30,  1722.  He 
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was  lately  come  from  the  Country  into  my 
Lord's  Houfe,  where  five  of  his  Lordfhip’s 
Children  were  then  fick  of  the  Small  Pox: 
He  was  ill  for  fome  few  Days  before  he  was 
inoculated,  and  his  Complaints  were  fucb, 
that  ’twas  apprehended  ’twould  be  the  Small 
Pox.  Therefore  he  was  remov’d  to  a  Nurfe’s 
in  Swallow- Street,  Piccadilly ,  who  provides  for 
Perfons  in  that  Way.  By  Dr.  Mead's  Di¬ 
rections  he  was  blooded,  and  vomited,  and 
took  feveral  cordial  Powders  ^  whereby  being 
reftor’d  to  Health,  it  was  thought  proper  to 
inoculate  him.  The  Small  Pox  appear’d  on 
him  the  9th  Day  after  Inoculation,  of  the 
favourable  diftinCt  Kind,  whereby  his  Com¬ 
plaints  were  allay’d  ^  but  returning  the  next 
Day  with  bilious  Vomitings,  frequent  Stools, 
and  a  Delirium ,  a  great  many  of  the  fluxed 
Kind  then  appear’d.  Thefe  continu’d  more 
or  lefs  upon  him,  notwithftanding  all  the 
Medicines  which  Dr.  Arbutbnot ,  and  after¬ 
wards  Dr.  Mead  in  Conjunction  with  him  did 
prefcribe.  He  died  on  the  7th  Day  from  the 
Eruption.  His  Lungs  were  found  inflam’d 
and  mortify’d.  Serjeant  Amyand. 

4.  Mifs  Rolt ,  aged  between  9  and  10  Years, 
was  inoculated  in  London,  together  with  a 
Child  of  between  2  and  3  Years  of  Age, 
both  with  the  fame  Matter,  Sept.  27,  1723. 
They  both  began  to  flcken  on  the  eighth 
Day  from  Inoculation,  and  on  the  10th  the 
Small  Pox  appear’d  on  both  of  the  diftinCt 
Kind.  The  Boy  recover’d.  Mifs  Rolt,  the  Day 
before  the  Eruption,  complain’d  of  great 
Pains  in  her  Shoulders,  Elbows,  and  Knees, 

and 
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and  the  Fever  continuing,  the  Small  Pox  flux¬ 
ed  upon  her  the  3d  Day  from  the  Eruption. 
Sir  Hans  Sloan  and  Dr.  Arbutbnot  attended  her. 
She  went  thro5  the  Diftemper  with  Eafe  5  the 
Small  Pox  began  to  turn  on  her  the  7th 
Day  ^  but  ’twas  not  dry’d  all  over  ’till  the 
14th.  The  Fever,  that  arofe  then,  occa- 
fion’d  her  being  blooded,  and  foon  after 
feveral  Tumours  appear’d  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood  of  feveral  Joints,  which  were  open’d. 
The  Fever  ftill  continu’d,  and  more  fuppu- 
rated  Tumours  were  daily  appearing,  which 
were  difcharg’d  as  foon  as  pofllble.  Some¬ 
times  fhe  was  troubled  with  a  Diarrhoea , 
whereby,  as  well  as  by  the  Suppuration  of 
20  or  30  Boils  that  were  open’d,  fhe  was 
fpent,  fo  that  fhe  dy’d  the  27th  of  November 
following,  that  is  9  Weeks  after  the  Inocu¬ 
lation.  Her  Incifions  continu’d  running  to 
the  laft.  By  all  Accounts,  fhe  had  a  bad 
Habit  of  Body  *  fhe  ftruggled  with  the  Jaun¬ 
dice  the  Year  before,  during  fix  Months  5  it 
fhew’d  its  Head  again  in  the  Spring,  but  was 
foon  conquer’d  *  and  as  I  have  been  inform’d 
of  late,  fhe  recover’d  of  the  Meafles  but  10 
Weeks  before  lhe  was  inoculated.  Had  I  been 
inform’d  of  this  before,  as  well  as  of  her  ir¬ 
regular  Life,  no  Ways  fuited  to  one  of  her 
Years,  I  would  hardly  have  adventur’d  the 
Inoculation  on  her  5  tho’  all  that  Time,  fhe 
feem’d  to  me  in  a  perfect  State  of  Health,  and 
perfectly  recover’d  of  the  Meafles,  which  fhe 
had  had  in  the  moft  favourable  Manner  ; 
Serjeant  Amy  and. 

5.  Mifs 
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?.  Mifs  Broolfbanlz ,  aged  i?  Months,  was 
inoculated  at  Ealand  near  Halifax ,  in  June 
1723.  She  dy’d  fuddenly  on  the  nth  Day 
from  the  Eruption.  Vid.  Dr.  Nettleton  s,  and 
the  Parents  Account  at  the  End  of  this  Paper* 

6.  Mifs  Betty  a  Court  4  Years  of  Age,  in¬ 
oculated  at  Ivy  Church  near  Salisbury ,  Sept.  20, 
1723. 

She  may  very  well  be  faid  to  be  born  ari 
infirm  Child,  for  it  is  notorioufly  known, 
that  her  Mother  was  fo  ill  almoft  all  the 
Time  of  going  with  her,  that  her  Midwife 
often  defpair’d  of  her  Life,  as  believing  fhe 
would  not  go  out  her  Time.  The  Child,  two 
or  three  Months  after  fhe  was  born,  was 
feiz’d  with  an  Ophthalmia  in  both  Eyes, 
and  after  that  flie  had  a  Humour  to  a  great 
Degree,  which  broke  out  under  her  Chin, 
her  Throat  being  very  raw  from  Ear  to  Ear, 
which  by  purging,  cutting  an  IfTue,  &c.  went 
off.  But  ftill  at  Spring  and  Fall  fhe  was 
fubject  to  thefe  Humours,  but  to  a  lefs  De¬ 
gree  than  at  firft.  Her  IfTue  by  the  Negli- 
.  gence  of  the  Nurfe,  was  dry’d  up  fome  con- 
fiderable  Time  before  the  Child  was  inocu¬ 
lated,  as  Mr.  a  Court  himfelf  told  me  *  and 
that  the  Child  had  fomething  of  thefe  Hu¬ 
mours  broke  out  upon  her,  not  above  3  Weeks 
before  the  Operation  was  perform’d,  I  was 
allur’d  by  the  Servants  in  the  Houfe. 

She  was  inoculated  with  her  four  Bro¬ 
thers  and  a  Servant  Maid,  all  with  the  fame 
Matter,  from  a  Boy  about  8  or  9  Years  old, 
that  had  a  kind  Sort.  I  heard  nothing  of 
any  of  their  Complaints  ’till  the  eighth  Day, 

and 


and  then  one  had  a  Pain  in  his  Head,  ano¬ 
ther  in  his  Back,  one  was  taken  with  a  Shi¬ 
vering,  another  with  a  Vomiting,  and  in 
foort  every  one  of  them  had  fomething  or 
other  of  the  Symptoms  of  the  Small  Pox, 
except  the  Maid  Servant.  Mifs's  Complaint 
was  chiefly  in  her  Head  and  Back  $  the  next 
Day,  after  the  Symptoms  came  on,  fhe  was 
fluih’d  in  her  Face  rather  like  an  Eryjtpelm 
than  the  Small  Pox,  and  in  24  Hours  after 
that,  the  Puftules  appear'd  very  thick  in  her 
Face,  her  right  Arm  and  right  Thigh,  and 
feem'd  to  come  on  pretty  well.  They  were  as 
foil  on  her  Breaft,  the  Abdomen  and  Infide 
of  the  Thighs  $  yet  they  continu'd  always 
flat  and  languifoing,  without  coming  to  Ma¬ 
turity,  notwithftanding  all  the  Dcxftor  could 
do  to  raife  them.  The  Fever  encreas'd  on 
her  every  Day,  and  fhe  grew  more  and  more 
reftlefs,  tho’  her  Incifions  difcharg'd  afters 
wonderful  Manner.  For  all  round  each  Arm, 
from  her  Shoulders  to  her  MboWs,  they  ran 
like  large  Blifters,  being  as  thick  of  Puftules 
as  they  could  ftand  under  the  Dreffings* 
which  gave  us  fome  faint  Hopes  fhe  might 
get  over  it,  'till  a  Day  orctwo  before  ftie 
died.  The  Puftules  on  her  Face,  her  right 
Arm  and  Thigh, turn'd  the  7th  and  8th  Day  * 
but  then  the  fecond  Fever  came  on,  and  it 
getting  Ground  every  Day,  fhe  continu'd  in 
a  languid  State,  and  grew  weaker  and 
weaker,  'till  foe  expir’d,  which  was  the  2  2d 
Day  from  the  Incifions.  Mr.  Goldrpyer. 

A  Daughter  of  Mr.  a  Court's,  4  Years  of 
Age,  was  inoculated  tinder  a  very  ill  Habit 
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of  Body,  and  fubjed:  to  inflammatory  cuta¬ 
neous  Eruptions  from  its  Birth.  Perfecuted 
always  by  a  hedtick  Heat,  the  Child  was 
thin  and  weak,  too  weak,  indeed,  to  withftand 
the  Malignity  of  the  confluent  Kind  fhe  la¬ 
bour’d  under.  But  the  four  Sons  inoculated 
at  the  lame,  Time,  with  Matter  taken  from 
the  fame  Perfon,  had  Difeafes  of  the  diftindt 
Kind,  and  are  recover’d,  though  not  the 
moft  proper  Perfons  for  this  Operation.  Dr. 
Hele,  Phyfician  in  Salifbury. 

7.  Francis  Bacon ,  Efq^  17  Years  of  Age, 
was  inoculated  at  Earlham  near  Norwich , 
with  his  Sifter,  Sept,  nth,  1723.  The  In- 
cifions  did  not  inflame,  but  healed  in  about 
10  Days,  like  a  common  Cut ;  No  Fever, 
nor  any  Sort  of  Eruption  follow’d  ^  he  was 
kept  in  breathing  Sweats  in  Bed  the  9th  and 
10th  Day  $  a  Day  or  two  after  he  was  purged, 
and  fo  a  2d,  and  a  3d  Time. 

On  the  1  ft  of  OBoberx  a  fecond  Attempt 
was  made  with  Matter  taken  from  his  Sifter  * 
the  Succefs  was  the  fame  he  was  purged 
again  as  before,  and  releas’d  from  his  Con¬ 
finement.  During  this  whole  Proceeding,  he 
flept  very  well,  had  a  very  good  Appetite, 
and  made  not  the  leaft  Complaint,  ’till  up¬ 
on  taking  the  Air  in  a  very  (harp  Day,  to¬ 
wards  the  latter  End  of  Ottober ,  he  grew 
feverifh  that  Night,  with  Pains  in  his  Head 
and  Limbs  •,  his  Pulfe  was  ftrong,  his  Urine 
high  colour’d,  with  a  good  Sediment  ^  he  was 
not  very  hot,  nor  thirfty,  but  inclinable  to 
fweat*  the  greateft  Uneafmefs  he  felt,  was 
from  a  decay’d  Tooth,  which  he  was  forc’d 

to 
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to  have  drawn.  This  Diforder  went  off  in  3 
Days  by  natural  Sweats :  All  that  was  given 
him,  was  3  or  4  Papers  of  Pidv.  e  Chel  Laver, 
comp,  with  caftor,&c.  he  being  fomet lines  a  lit¬ 
tle  low  Spirited.  A  Faintnefs  remain’d  upon 
him,  4  or  5  Days  after  the  Fever  w<^nt  oft, 
with  Want  of  Appetite :  But  upon  taking  a 
little  Rhubarb  once  or  twice,  he  foon  recover’d 
his  Stomach,  and  feenrfd  perfectly  well,  when 
he  return’d  to  Cambridge ,  about  the  Middle  of 
November .  The  only  Difference  I  obferv’d  in 
him  was,  that  he  was  paler  than  ufual,  which 
I  imputed  to  a  long  tedious  Confinement,  and 
a  fpare  Diet,  together  with  fome  little  Anxie¬ 
ty  from  the  Difappointment  he  had  met  with. 
What  happen’d  at  Cambridge ,  I  fhall  fay  no¬ 
thing  to,  leaving  that  Part  to  the  Phyficiam 
that  attended  him  ^  I  fhall  only  obferve,  that 
this  young  Gentleman  has  been  very  fubjeft 
to  Fevers,  attended  with  nervous  Symptoms  $ 
and  that  a  Perfon  nearly  related  to  him,  who 
faw  him  in  both  Cafes,  told  me,  that  this 
laft:  Illnefs  differ’d  in  nothing,  except  in  the 
Violence  of  the  Symptoms,  from  a  Fever  he 
was  feiz’d  with  about  3  Years  ago.  Dr.  Offley. 

This  young  Gentleman  was  taken  ill  of  a 
nervous  Fever,  fuch  as  he  had  been  ill  of  fe- 
veral  Times  before,  about  Cbrijlmas  laft,  and 
dy’d  on  the  5th  of  January.  No  Spot,  nor 
Eruption  of  any  Rind  appear’d  upon  him  ^ 
but  a  little  before  his  Death,  a  great  Quanti¬ 
ty  of  Blood  and  Matter  gulh’d  out  at  his  No- 
ftrils.  Mrs.  Bacon ,  Mr.  Profeftor  Green ,  Dr. 
AjhenhwJL 
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8.  Mary  Wallet ,  five  Years  and  an  Half  old, 
was  inoculated  near  Gofport ,  0c7.  18,17235 
together  with  two  other  Children,  all  with 
the  fame  Matter.  The  other  two  ficken’d  on 
the  7th  Day,  the  Small  Pox  appear’d  on  the 
9th,  arid  they  did  very  well :  But  this  Child 
ficken’d  at  the  Completion  of  the  4th  Day, 
and  the  Eruption  appear’d  on  the  6th.  She 
had  the  confluent  Kind  all  over  her,  with 
many  Purples,  and  dy’d  on  the  18th  Day  af¬ 
ter  {he  was  inoculated.  From  the  *  Earlinefs 
of  her  Sickening,  and  the  Eruption,  it  is  not 
improbable,  that  fhe  had  taken  the  Infection 
the  ordinary  Way  before.  This  Opinion  is 
farther  ftrengthen’d  by  the  following  Circum- 
ftance.  A  Maid  was  violently  feiz’d  with  the 
Small  Pox  in  the  common  Way,  a  little  be¬ 
fore  the  Operation,  and  continu’d  there  two 
Days  in  a  narrow  Room,  her  Breath  fmelling 
ftrong  of  the  Infection,  and  the  Child  was 
fometimes  with  her.  To  what  is  faid,  may  be 
added,  that  the  Child  was  leprous.  Mr.  Waller. 

9.  Mifs  Brazlsford ,  aged  two  Years,  died  the 
26th  Day  after  Inoculation,  of  a  Worm  Fever. 
The  Small  Pox  were  all  fhal’d  and  gone  off. 
Dr.  Dover. 

From  the  FaCts  here  laid  down,  I  am  fenfible 
the  Inoculators  will  raife  feveral  Objections 
againft  the  Eftimate  of  the  Hazard  of  Inocu¬ 
lation,  which  I  have  given  above  5  and  to  do 
them  Juftice,  I  am  obliged  to  lay  what  are,  or 
may  be  their  Arguments,  before  the  World. 

1.  They  will  maintain,  that  the  4th,  6th, 
and  8th  Cafes  ought  to  be  left  out  of  the 

Computation, 
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Computation,  becaufe  the  Patients  were  un¬ 
healthy  Subjedts,  and  therefore  no  Argument 
can  be  drawn  from  their  dying,  to  increafe 
the  Hazard  of  thofe  who  {hall  be  inoculated 
in  perfedt:  Health,  purfuant  to  the  Caution 
above  given  *  and  confequently,  that  the  Ha¬ 
zard  to  healthful  Perfons,  can  at  moll  be  rec¬ 
kon’d  to  be  no  more  than  that  of  fix  in  443, 
or  448,  that  is  of  one  in  74,  or  7?. 

2.  They  may  objedt,  that  the  feventh  Cafe 
is  intirely  out  of  the  Queftion,  the  Perfon 
having  been  well  fo  long  after  the  Operation, 
and  in  his  laft  Illnefs,  which  happen’d  near 
three  Months  after  the  fecond  Inoculation, 
having  had  no  Manner  of  Appearance  of  the 
Small  Pox,  nor  any  other  Symptoms,  (as  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  Acknowledgement  of  his  neareft 
Relations  and  others)  but  what  he  had  had 
more  than  once  in  former  Fevers  *  except 
only  the  Eruption  of  Blood  and  Matter  from 
his  Noftrils,  a  little  before  his  Death  *  which 
often  happening  in  other  Cafes,  feems  not  to 
be  juftly  chargeable  upon  Inoculation,  efpe-. 
dally  at  fo  great  a  Diftance  of  Time  from 
that  Operation. 

2.  They  may  juftly  plead,  that  in  a  Com- 
parifon  between  the  Hazard  of  the  natural 
and  inoculated  Small  Pox,  either  only  fuch, 
as  die  in  the  Courfe  of  the  Diftemper,  ought 
to  be  fet  down  on  both  Sides  ^  or  that,  if  in 
the  Cafe  of  Inoculation,  I  will  charge  the 
Confequences  of  the  Operation,  in  occafion- 
ing  other  Difeafes,  of  which  the  Patients 
happen  to  die  after  the  Small  Pox  are  entirely 
gone  off,  that  I  ought  to  do  the  fame  in  the 
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Cafe  of  the  natural  Small  Pox  ^  it  being  no¬ 
torious,  that  this  Diftemper  frequently  occa- 
fions  other  Difeafes,  of  which  the  Patients  die 
a  confiderable  Time  after  :  And  if  I  cannot 
do  this  in  the  natural  Way,  becaufe  the  Death 
of  the  Patient  is,  in  this  Cafe,  fet  down  in 
the  Weekly-Bills,  &c.  to  the  other  apparent 
Diieafe--,  then  I  ought  to  omit  all  fuch  Cafes 
in  the  Way  of  Inoculation,  and  confequently 
the  2d,  as  like  wife,  the  4th  and  7th  for  this 
Reafon,  befides  the  others  before  given,  ought 
to  be  left  out  of  the  Eflimate. 

4.  They  may  likewife  objed  to  the  iff, 
3d,  and  5th  Inflances,  from  the  Circumflan- 
ces  mention’d  in  the  Account  of  thofe  Cafes, 
and  confequently  will  not  allow  of  more  than 
one  Cafe,  where  the  Patient  can  be  juftly 
faid  to  have  died  of  Inoculation  :  And  per¬ 
haps  even  that  will  be  difputed. 

How  far  thefe  feveral  Objedions  are  of 
Weight,  is  fubmitted  to  the  Determination  of 
thofe,  who  muft  and  will  judge  for  them- 
felves,  that  is,  to  every  intelligent  Reader, 
who  being  thus  appriz’d  of  the  Fads,  may 
ealily,  by  ftriking  off  fuch  of  the  Inflances 
given  above,  as  he  thinks  reafonable,  form 
to  himfelf  a  Judgment  of  the  Hazard  of  Life 
in  this  Operation :  And  to  fuch  therefore  I 
leave  it.  But  to  fave  him  fome  little  Trou¬ 
ble,  I  fhall  only  obfenre,  that  if  upon  the 
Reafons  here  mention’d,  he  fees  Caufe  to  ex¬ 
cept  one  Perfon  out  of  the  Number  of  thofe 
that  are  fufpeded  to  have  died  of  Inoculation, 
the  Hazard  muft  then  be  eflimated  to  be  that 
of  one  in  55.  or  56.  • 
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The  Hazard  will  be

It  may  perhaps  be  expected  from  me  by 
fome  Perfons,  that  in  giving  Account  of  the 
Mifcarriages  of  Inoculation,  I  ihould  not  con¬ 
fine  myfelf  barely  to  Lofs  of  Life  ^  but  that 
I  fhould  likewife  relate  all  the  lefier  Acci¬ 
dents,  as  the  breaking  out  of  Boils,  &c  that 
have  follow’d  upon  that  Practice,  where  the 
Patient  has  efcap’d  with  his  Life.  But  to 
fuch  I  muft  reply,  that  in  a  Defign  to  make 
a  Comparifon  between  the  Hazard  of  the  Di- 
ftemper  in  the  natural  Way,  and  when  given 
by  Inoculation,  it  would  be  improper  and 
ufelefs  to  infert  fiich  an  Account,  if  it  could 
be  obtain’d,  on  the  one  Side,  unlefs  it  were 
done  likewife  on  the  other.  And  every  Phyfi- 
cian  knows,  that  fuch  like  Accidents  frequent¬ 
ly  happen  upon  having  the  natural  Small 
Pox  *  which  it  would  be  next  to  impoffible  to 
make  a  perfect  Collection  of,  and  as  im¬ 
practicable  to  fet  that  Collection  in  fuch  a 
Light,  as  would  be  requifite,  in  Order  to  make 
a  Comparifon  between  it  and  the  Accidents 
owing  to  Inoculation.  For  this  Reafon,  I 
limit  my  Comparifon  to  the  Hazard  of  Life 
itfelf,  and  fee  no  Reafon  to  Doubt,  but  that 
fuch  Way  of  having  the  Difeafe  as  left  en¬ 
dangers 
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dangers  Life,  muft  be  likewife  more  favoura¬ 
ble  in  all  other  Particulars.  This  is  affirm’d 
by  the  Pra£fcifers  of  Inoculation,  and  their 
Adverfaries,  I  think,  do  not  offer  to  deny  it. 

Before  I  conclude,  it  may  not  be  improper 
to  take  fome  little  Notice  of  an  Article  lately 
inferted  into  one  of  our  publick  Papers,  that  in 
the  Year  1722,  there  died  of  the  Small  Pox, 
within  the  Bills  of  Mortality,  2167  Perfons  > 
and  that  in  the  Year  1723,  the  Tear  of  the  Ino¬ 
culation,  there  died  3271,  exceeding  the  for¬ 
mer  Number  by  1104. 

With  what  View  this  was  publifh’d,  is  beft 
known  to  the  Authors  of  that,  and  fome  other 
filch  like  Articles:  But  the  Ufe  that  I  have 
heard  made  of  it  in  Converfation  is,  that  in¬ 
oculating  the  Small  Pox,  contributed  very 
much  to  the  Spreading  of  the  Diftemper,  and 
confequently  to  the  great  Increafe  of  the  Mor¬ 
tality  above-mention’d . 

To  obviate  which,  I  muff  take  Notice  in 
the  firft  Place,  that  by  the  Accounts  now  ly¬ 
ing  before  me,  it  appears,  that  in  the  Year 

1722,  there  were  63  Perfons  inoculated  with¬ 
in  the  Bills  of  Mortality  ^  and  in  the  Year 

1 723,  which  this  Writer  calls  the  Tear  of  Ino¬ 
culation,  the  Number  inoculated  was  71,  juft 
eight  more  than  the  Year  before. 

2.  That  the  greateft  Mortality  of  the  Small 
Pox  the  laft  Year  happen’d  in  the  Months  of 
January  and  February ,  during  which,  there 
died  nearly  100  Perfons  each  Week,  as  there 
had  done  for  about  two  Months  before  :  And 
that  none  appear  to  have  been  inoculated  be¬ 
fore  the  27th  of  March 7  when  the  Mortality 

was 
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was  very  much  diminifh’d,  and  continu’d  fo 
all  the  reft  of  the  Year. 

3.  That  as  there  died  of  the  natural  Small 
Pox,  3271  Perfonsin  the  Year  1723,  the  whole 
Number  lick  of  the  fame  Difeafe  that  Year, 
muft  have  been,  by  the  Proportion  laid  down 
before,  of  fix  and  fomething  more  to  one, 
about  20000  Perfons  :  And  confequently  the 
fpreading  of  the  Diftemper  by  Means  of  Ino¬ 
culation,  could  bear  no  greater  a  Proportion 
to  the  natural  Propagation  of  it,  than  that 
of  7 1  to  20000,  or  of  one  to  300.  For  it  will 
not,  I  fuppofe,  be  pretended,  that  the  Small 
Pox  given  by  Inoculation,  is  more  infectious 
than  the  natural  Sort.  I  believe  every  Per- 
fon,  who  has  been  acquainted  with  both,  will 
think  it  lefs  fo,  in  Proportion,  as  it  is  more 
favourable. 

LaJHyr\t  I  have  not  already  taken  up  more 
of  the  "Reader’s  Time  upon  this  Head,  than 
the  Thing  is  worth,  I  would  defire  him  to  caft 
his  Eye  upon  the  following  Account  of  the 
Mortality  of  the  Small  Pox,  for  feverai  Years 
before  Inoculation  was  introduc’d  among  us  * 
in  fome  of  which  he  will  find  it  greater,  and 
In  others  nearly  equal  to  the  laft. 

Out  of  every  Thoufand  Perfons  that  were 
bury’d,  there  died  of  the  Small  Pox, 

In  the  Year  In  the  Year 
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The  Confideration  of  the  Bills  of  Mortali¬ 
ty  puts  into  my  Head  another  Remark, 
which  I  muft  beg  leave  to  make. 

For  thefe  ten  Years  laft  paft,  there  have 
died  of  the  Small  Pox,  within  the  Bills  of 
Mortality,  at  a  Medium,  2287  Souls  per  Amu 
Let  us  now  confider  a  little,  what  may  be  the 
Confequence,  in  Cafe  Inoculation  lhould  here¬ 
after  become  a  general  Pra&ice.  If  we  allow 
all  the  Oppofers  of  Inoculation  contend  for, 
we  fhall  find  but  one  in  49  to  die  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  *  and  in  the  natural  Way,  we  have  fhown 
it  to  be  one  in  fix :  It  follows,  that  if  we  fub- 
ftitute  Inoculation  for  the  natural  Way,  the 
Number  of  the  Dead  would  be  reduc'd  feven 
Parts  in  eight  *  and  confequently,  2cco  Per- 
fons,  that  are  yearly  cut  off  within  the  Bills 
of  Mortality  alone,  and  thofe  generally  in 
the  Beginning  or  Prime  of  Lite,  might  be 
preferved  to  their  King  and  Country.  Let 
the  warm  Oppofers  of  Inoculation  lay  their 
Hands  upon  their  Hearts,  and  confider,  whe¬ 
ther  the  faving  of  fo  many  Lives  be  con¬ 
trary  to  any  Precept  of  Law,  or  Gofpel.  We 
have. been  told,  indeed,  and  from  the  Pulpit 
too,  that  this '  Pra&ice  came  from  the  Devil  : 
But  if  it  prove  thus  beneficial  and  falutary  to 
Mankind,  I,  for  my  Part,  fhall  make  no 
Scruple  of  aferibing  it  to  a  greater  and  a  bet¬ 
ter  Author*,  and  undoubtedly,  all  fober  and 
thinking  Perfons  will  judge  and  believe,  that 
the  making  knewn  to  the  World  a  Method 
of  preferving  their  Lives  from  one  of  the 
moll  terrible  Difeafes  in  Nature,  can  be  ow* 
ing  to  no  other,  than  the  kind  and  tender  Pro¬ 
vidence 
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vidence  of  the  great  Creator  and  Preferver 
of  Mankind.  !  ■  ■

I  Was  very  much  furpriz’d  to  find  it  in* 
ferted  in  feveral  of  the  News  Papers  of 
the  laft  Poll,  as  a  current  Report,  that  I  had 
been  lately  call'd  to  a  Patient,  who  was  in¬ 
oculated  about  a  Year  ago,  and  who  is  fince 
dead  of  the  natural  Small  Pox  ,  and  I  con'd 
not  omit  this  firffc  Opportunity  to  affine  you, 
that  the  faid  Report  is  entirely  falfe,  none 
who  have  been  inoculated,  having  died  of 
the  natural  Small  Pox  afterwards,  neither 
have  we  any  Reafon  to  think  worfe  of  the 
Pra&ice  here,  than  when  I  writ  to  you  laft, 
tho5  we  were  far  from  expe&ing  that  any 
Thing,  in  this  World,  fhould  be  fo  compleaf, 
as  to  be  free  from  all  Inconveniencies  and 
Misfortunes.  The  Method  has  not  been  at¬ 
tended  with  any  Difafter  in  thefe  Parts,  ex¬ 
cepting  only  one,  which,  I  fuppofe,  gave  Rife 
to  thefe  Reports  in  the  publick  Papers,  and 
of  which,  1  fhall  give  you  a  very  particular 
Relation  ;  for  I  fhou’d  be  highly  blameable, 
if  I  did  either  conceal,  or  mifreprefent  any 
Circumftance  relating  to  a  Matter  of  fo  great 
Confluence  to  Mankind*

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About  four  Months  ago,  Mr.  Brookfbank 
of  Ealand ,  defied  me  to  inoculate  the  Small 
Pox  upon  a  Daughter  of  his,  aged  about  14 
Months,  the  D;ftemper  being  then  in  the 
Neighbourhood,  and  feveral  having  died  in 
the  natural  Way  ^  it  was  accordingly  done, 
and  alfo  upon  fome  others,  at  the  fame 
Time,  who  did  very  well^  but  in  this  Child, 
the  Symptoms  were  very  fevere,  and  when 
the  Puftules  appear'd,  they  were  very  nume¬ 
rous,  tho"  diftindt,  and  not  fo  kindly  as  we 
coud  have  wiflfd,  but  rather  of  the  cryftalline 
Sort  *,  however,  fhe  went  on  as  well  as  we 
cou’d »expe£l:  to  the  eleventh  Day,  the  Pu¬ 
ftules  crufted,  and  were  many  of  them  gone, 
and  the  Child  was  very  cheerful  and  briik, 
and  play'd  about  the  Room,  infomuch,  that 
we  ail  concluded  the  Danger  to  be  over  :  But 
fhe  died  fuddenly  in  the  Night,  without  any 
Notice  of  her  being  worfe  *  whether  her 
Death  was  from  the  Small  Pox,  or  fome  o- 
ther  Caufe,  occafioning  fome  fudden  Convul- 
fions  or  Suffocation,  I  will  not  prefume  to 
determine.

HERE  have  been  fome  Occurrences 


A  here,  in  the  Method  of  Inoculation, 
which  have  been  mifreprefented,  of  which 
it  is  neceffary  the  Pubiick  fhould  have  a  true

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and  impartial  Account.  It  was  altogether  a 
Miftake  to  affirm,  that  one  who  had  beer* 
inoculated  a  Year  ago,  was  lately  dead 
of  the  natural  Small  Pox  :  But  it  is  very 
true,  that  one  who  had  the  Small  Pox  by  In¬ 
oculation  did  die  *,  and  alfo,  that  two  others, 
whom  we  attempted  to  inoculate,  but  with¬ 
out  Effed,  had  the  Diftemper  afterwards  in 
the  natural  Way.  The  Fads  are  contain’d  in 
the  following  Certificates,  which  will  be  at- 
tefted  upon  Oath,  by  the  Parties  concern’d, 
whenever  it  ffiall  be  requir’d. 

We  have  Reafon  to  believe,  that  the  Death 
of  the  Child  hereafter  mention’d,  was  owing 
to  fome  other  Caufe  befides  the  Small  Pox 
but  if,  to  avoid  Difpute,  we  yield  that  Point, 
it  muft  then  be  acknowledged,  that  out  of 
Seventy  four,  who  had  the  Small  Pox  by  In¬ 
oculation  hereabouts,  one  has  died  *  all  the. 
reft  are  at  this  Time  alive,  and  in  good 
Health. 

We  have  been  told  by  all  thofe,  who  have 
writ  upon  the  Subjed  of  Inoculation,  that  it 
may  fometimes  fail,  and  produce  nothing  at 
all  *,  in  which  Cafe,  it  can  be  no  more  Secu¬ 
rity  againft  the  Diftemper,  than  if  nothing 
had  been  done.  Moft  of  thojfe  who  have 
been  inoculated  here,  have  been  as  much 
expos’d,  as  thefe  two  Children  who  have  taken 
the  Infedion  fince  ^  but  we  have  not  yet 
found,  that  any,  who  had  the  Small  Pox  by 
this  Method,  tho’  in  the  loweft  Degree,  ever 
had  it  again  in  the  natural  Way.  If  any  fuch 
Thing  ffiould  happen,  I  {hall  not  fail  to  ad- 
yife  you  of  it.  There  has  nothing  occurr’d 

F  2  h.ere? 
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here,  fo  far  as  I  know,  that  can  pofTibly  be 
reprefented  to  the  Difadvantage  of  the  Pra¬ 
ctice,  befides  what  is  contain'd  in  the  enclo- 
fed  Papers.

This  may  certify,  that  in  February ,  1724, 
the  Small  Pox  was  inoculated  upon  two  of 
our  Daughters,  the  one  about  five,  and  the 
other  four  Years  of  Age,  who  had,  as  far  as 
we  could  judge,  the  true  Small  Pox,  through 
which  Diftemper  they  got  with  very  great 
Eafe.  Some  time  after,  the  fame  Operation 
was  perform'd  upon  a  Boy  of  ours,  aged  about 
three  Years,  but  without  any  EffeCt :  The 
Child  was  not  in  the  leaft  difordef  d,  had  no 
Appearances  upon  his  Skin,  neither  did  the 
Places  of  lncifion  fwell  or  inflame  as  in  the 
other  Children,  fo  that  we  then  concluded  it 
would  avail  him  nothing.  About  five  Months 
ago,  the  Diftemper  being  then  in  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  feveral  having  dy’d  of  it  in 
the  natural  Way*  we  had  the  Small  Pox  ino¬ 
culated  upon  a  Daughter  of  ours,  aged  about 
15  Months  ^  with  this  Child  the  Diftemper 
was  more  fevere  than  ufual  *,  fhe  was  very 
full,  tho’  the  Puftules  were  diftinCt.  She 
went  on  as  well  as  we  coifd  expeCt,  and  on 
the  eleventh  Day,  was  very  cheerful  and 
brifk,  free  from  Heat  or  Third,  and  the 
Small  Pox  were  many  of  them  crufted  and 
*  *  ‘  gone 
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gone  off,  infomuch,  that  we  thought  her  out 
of  Danger  :  However,  that  Night  fhe  died 
fuddenly,  even  before  any  Alteration  lor  the 
worfe  was  perceiv'd  by  thofe  that  attended 
her.  This  unhappy  Event  may  poffibly  ex- 
pofe  us  to  the  Cenfure  of  the  World  :  but  the 
Confcioufnefs  of  having  done  our  Duty  in 
ufing  the  moft  likely  Means,  to  prefer ve  Life 
in  a  Time  of  common  Danger,  makes  us  ea- 
fy  and  content.  About  ten  Days  after  this, 
our  Son  abovemention ’d,  upon  whom  the 
Inoculation  had  no  EfFedt,  was  feized  in  the 
natural  Way,  had  a  very  kindly  Sort,  and 
recover'd  very  well.  The  Diftemper  was,  at 
that  Time,  very  rife  in  two  or  three  neigh¬ 
bouring  Families,  infomuch,  that  none  efi 
cap’d,  who  had  not  had  it  before  5  amongft 
thefe,  there  were  fix  Perfons  who  had  the 
Small  Pox  by  Inoculation,  fome  of  which 
were  conftantly,  and  the  reft  frequently,  in 
Company  with  thofe  that  were  fick  of  the 
natural  Sort,  without  being  any  Way  affefted.

Thefe  may  certify,  that  at  our  Requeft  in 
February  1724,  the  Small  Pox  was  inocula¬ 
ted  upon  two  of  our  Children,  the  one  a  Boy 
aged  about  5  Years,  the  other  a  Girl,  about 
3  Years  old.  The  Girl,  in  a  Weeks  Time, 
began  to  be  very  feverifh  and  ill,  and  after 
2  or  3  Days  the  Small  Pox  appear'd:  They 
rofe  very  round  and  large,  tho5  but  few  in 
Number,  and  fhe  foon  recover’d.  The  Boy  was 
no  Ways  affe&ed,  had  no  Manner  of  Illnefs 
that  we  could  perceive,  nothing  appear’d  up¬ 
on  his  Skin,  neither  did  the  Places  that  were 
cut,  look  red  and  angry,  as  they  did  in  the 
Girl :  But  about  a  Week  or  ten  Days  after 
his  Sifter  recover’d,  he  fell  ill  of  the  Small 
Pox,  had  more  in  Number,  and  was  much 
worfe  than  fhe  was,  but  after  fome  Time 
recover’d  very  well.

P.  S.  It  is  to  be  obferv’d,  that  thefe  two 
Children  were  not  inoculated  with  the  fame 
Matter.  The  Girl  was  from  one,  that  had 
a  very  favourable  Kind  in  the  natural  Way. 
The  Boy  was  from  one  that  was  inoculated  ^ 
but  I  had  the  Misfortune  to  come  too  late  * 
the  Puftules  were  wither'd,  and  almoft  gone, 
and  the  Matter  was  chiefly  taken  from  the 
Incifion  in  the  Arm.  I  did  not  think  neceffa- 
ry  to  mention  this  Particular,  in  the  Ac¬ 
count  I  gave  of  this  Boy  formerly,  becaufe

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I  could  not  conclude  from  one'  Tryal,  any 
Thing  certainly.  It  is  now  very  well  known, 
that  the  Matter  taken  from  the  Puftules  of 
the  inoculated  Small  Pox,  will  convey  the 
Diftemper,  as  well  as  the  natural  *  but  I  be¬ 
lieve,  that  which  runs  from  the  Incifions  will 
not.  I  can  give  no  Account  how  the  Opera¬ 
tion  happen'd  to  fail  in  Mr.  By  oolfl?  emits  Boy  j 
for  two  other  Children  Were  inoculated  at 
the  fame  Time,  with  the  fame  Matter,  ia 
whom  it  fucceeded  very  well.
